The Record of Futility at Riverside 


Under the heading "The Record of Futility 
and the 1949 Grand Jury W hitew ash’’ the Indio 
Date Palm of last Thursday sum m ed up the 
county situation in a convincing manner. 
The editorial follows: 
The Riverside county grand jury under the 
direction of District Attorney William Mackey 
h a s delivered a report filled w ith hogwash and 
a w hitew ash of improper and illegal practices 
by county officials. 
Although th e grand jury is charged with the 
obligation of investigating thoroughly and con­ 
dem ning wilful or corrupt misconduct in office, 
it apparently had been advised during its long 
and costly sessions in 1949 that they "could not 
indict for a misdemeanor, but that any member 
of the grand Jury, or any other individual, could 
sw ear to a complaint charging a misdemeanor 
. . . that the probability of a conviction was 
doubtful." 
The grand jury' m ade investigations, they 
know w hat the facts are. The testimony and 
evidence is not of public record. You might say 
they are qualified to decide w hether they have 
a case. You m ight also say th at they took the 
advice of counsel too quickly. 
The record speaks quite clearly for itself. 
The grand jury made no mention of its in ­ 
quiry into the attempted deliberate fraud per­ 
petuated upon the newspapers and voters of 
Riverside county June 23, 1949, when a notice 
purporting to be from the county clerk's office 
w as m ailed th e newspapers in attem pt to distort 
the election issue. This deserved swift and puni­ 
tive action to clear C o u n t y Clerk Gordon 
Pequegnat’s name. No mention is found in the 
report. Was the typewriter found? Was diligent 
investigation m ade? A fraud is a fraud, made 
knowingly or unwittingly. 
Supervisor Ed Hill’s famous resolution early 
in June designed out of whole cloth as political 
propaganda and mailed at county expense on 
county stationery and admitted by Hill as paid 
by the county, w as an abuse of public trust to 
influence an election with government funds. It 
m atters not whether $1.30 w as the cost (Mr. 
Hill's own estim ate i or $130,000. it was a waste 
of public funds. No mention is made of this 
action nor of Supervisor William Slape's similar 
later action. 
County Supervisor William Jones filed an in­ 
accurate cam paign expense account. This may 
be only a misdemeanor to the grand jury but 
it is a violation of the law. The district attorney 
and the grand jury dismiss this violation as a 
“m isdemeanor" and "conviction doubtful.” 
They m ade an investigation. They adm it it a 
misdemeanor. It is agreed they cannot indict 
on misdemeanors. But isn’t it the obligation 
of the duly constituted authority of our gov­ 
ernm ent to prosecute for misconduct? 
Intentionally 
or unintentionally the 
1949 
Grand Jury and its advisors delivered a report 
th at is unadulterated whitewash in what it pre­ 
sum es to call ’’investigation.” 
A grand jurv must not be tied too closely by 
friendship, politics or other bonds to government 
individuals. 
We submit the following telegraphic corres- 
Íondence with the foreman of the 1949 Grand 
ury and district attorney to support our belief 
th at justice w as not served and bad government 
w as countenanced by the jury: 


Telegram we sent Nov. 8, 1949: " . . . A year 
ago a county supervisor filed an expense ac­ 
count which I 
understand . . . was in 
error. In 
a few days a year will have passed 
and any 
court action may be unobtainable regardless of 
l he degree of seriousness of the action if a mis­ 
demeanor. The law clearly slates that the grand 
jury as officers of the superior court and gov­ 
ernment must 
uphold the law which they are 
sworn to prosecute. If the 
grand jury 
h as evi­ 
dence of an improper action it must not fail its 
public trust, its obligation to Its sacred office, 
nor its duty as set forth in the penal code. To 
do otherwise would be to VIOLATE THE LAW 
. . . I deem it my right to call your attention to 
indict or accuse a county officer for misconduct. 
As officers of the court you are morally and 
legally bound to take such action if there is 
evidence of a VIOLATION of the law. Copies to 
Gurtner 'jury foremani and Mackey (district 
attorney).” 
Telegram received No. 9: “I am willing to 
confer with you in regard to YOUR filing a com­ 
plaint for the offenses m entioned in your tele­ 
gram of the 8th, Advise m e when you will be 
here for conference. W illiam O. Mackey, district 
attorney." 
Telegram of November 15, 1949: from Gurt. 
ner: "Your telegram of November 8 received by 
me yesterday due to my absence from the city. 
Grand Jury does not have Jurisdiction to indict. 
Any interested citizen may file a complaint and 
should confer with the district attorney for pur­ 
pose of taking proper legal action. No citizen 
in Riverside county to date has offered to as­ 
sume responsibility of filing complaint.” 
The above telegram prompted this reply from 
the editor, Nov. 17: "In regard your telegram: 
Since you advise grand jury does not have jur­ 
isdiction to indict: I Inquire have you explored 
the Jurisdiction of grand Jury where duly con­ 
stituted public authority fails to prosecute when 
commission of crime has been conceded?" 
(This interchange took place shortly after 
the district attorney lost his attempt to be 
named the new superior court judge, but was 
named county counsel and salary increased by 
the majority bloc of the board of supervisors!. 
Final m essage received from Gurtner on Nov. 
21: "In answ er to your wire . . . We have ex­ 
plored and discovered nothing to w arrant any 
action other than that stated in previous tele­ 
gram. Commission of crime has not been con­ 
ceded by anyone. M atter therefore closed by 
grand jury.” ' 
(The editor w as likely the only person out­ 
side the grand jury to know the Investigations 
had been m ade and closed until the jury was 
dismissed last week!) 
We contend this exchange of telegram s set 
forth the issues clearly. 
We contend that either a m isdem eanor W'as 
committed or it wasn't. The final Issue still re­ 
mains th at the grand jury failed to execute its 
obligation, morally and legally. 
We subm it that the grand jury should have 
taken action against the district attorney or any 
other county law enforcement official for failing 
to prosecute for violation of the law, however 
serious in degree. 
The question might well arise now since the 
whitewash has been delivered, who violated the 
law and the public trust?

OF FARM HOUSE DESIGN 


The house presented this week 
is a conventional farm house in 
exterior design, but shows con­ 
siderable thought in interior a r ­ 
rangement. 
This 
home, as is often 
re­ 
quested, 
includes 
three 
bed­ 
rooms, without sacrificing other 
areas necessary to complete liv­ 
ing. Interior space is so utilized 
that the entire structure occupies 
only 1120 square feet, so the 
house is not overly large and 
construction costs will not mount 
ton high. 
The three bedrooms are con­ 
nected 
by

central 
hallway
